TO THE PEOPLE OF BELLINGHAM: 


A new system of storing the records of the Town Clerk’s office was 
installed during the past year. 


Two antiquated safes located in the Town Hall were abandoned 
and all records were consolidated in two modern storage cabinets which 
were placed in the fire-proof vault at the Town Hall: important records 
which formerly were not fully protected from fire now have been given 
complete protection. 


Furthermore, in connection with the above, a more modern system 
of filing birth, death, marriage and other returns was inaugurated. All 
past available birth, death and marriage returns, and marriage inten- 
tions, were classified in labeled volumes; plans of pole locations were 
numbered, and highway plans were labeled. With the exception of 
certain ancient documents, all vital statistics records and other records 
were made readily accessible and available. 

Another progressive step was the consolidation into five volumes 
of all available Town Reports from 1867 to the present time. The town 
reports form an important link in the history of Bellingham, and it is 
essential that they should be kept in a permanent form by adequate 
binding. 


The work involved was tedious and required painstaking effort; 
but your Town Clerk has the satisfaction of knowing that the 1tecords 
of the Town Clerk’s office are in good order, protected from fire, and 
more readily accessible to the people of Bellingham. I feel that the 
benefits and advantages well warranted the additional expense of in- . 
stalling new cabinets and of classifying the records by means of 
modern filing.

All domestic animals which are to be offered for sale or any part 
of which is to be offered for sale must be inspected at the time of 
slaughter and the meat properly stamped by the Inspector of Slaughter- 
ing. Domestic animals slaughtered for home consumption need not be 
inspected and stamped. 

Most of the local animal stock is sold alive and removed from the 
town for slaughter at a licensed slaughter house. I am of the opinion 
that those who have slaughtered animals in the town for local sale 
have been careful to comply with the law covering the inspection and 
stamping of the same, and I wish to thank them for their cooperation.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


To the Citizens of Bellingham: 


The Board of Selectmen organized last March with Paul Robidoux 
unanimously voted as Chairman of Board and Walter LeBlanc unani- 
mously voted as Soldiers’ Relief Agent. Walter Mostek was appointed 
Clerk of the Board. 


Regular meetings were held every Monday evening with the 
exception of holidays, when meetings were held on the following day. 
Meetings were held every week in order to expedite the handling of 
many problems confronting the Board during the year. 

The Board of Selectmen are deeply concerned with the problem 
of Town Defense. At the present world crisis, every thing is being done 
in order to be ready when such conditions arrive. Classes have been 
started in First Aid, Auxiliary Police, and Air Raid Wardens in order to 
protect the welfare of the Town. The Board therefore; recommends to 
appropriate for such a cause. 

The Board recommends to appropriate to repair the Town Hall. 
It has been condemned for use by the Board because being in such a 
deplorable condition. 

Highway Department: 

The highway works during the past year was ably performed 
under the capable supervision of Timothy Foley, Superintendent of 
Streets. The highways of the Town are constantly improving year by 
year and more tarred surfaces are being added. 

Soldiers’ Relief: 

Soldiers’ Relief Agent, Walter Wm. LeBlanc efficiently carried on 
his work as agent and has decreased expenditures in the Soldiers’ Relief 
Department. 

Health: 

The Selectmen, who act as the Board of Health, report that gen- 
eral health conditions throughout the Town are good. Efficient man- 
agement has been the cause of decreasing costs in the Department of 
Health. 

Fire Department: 

The Fire Department continued it’s efficient operation under the 
direction of Chief Wasyl Kornicki. Another new fire truck has been 
added to the department. The latest truck is housed at Beilingham 
Center in order to give protection in that end. The Town has three 
fire trucks giving them protection. 

Police Department: 

The police department functioned well under the able charge of 
Chief of Police, Euclide Fleuette. The Police Department is efficiently 
handled, and having Policemen on duty all hours of the day. 

We wish to express our appreciation to the various Town Officials 
for their cooperation extended during the year.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


Bellingham 1940-1941 


The following is a report of the first year’s work done by the Mil- 
ford District Nursing Association in the town of Bellingham. 


The nurse made 2657 visits divided into 1134 health supervision 
visits, 570 maternity visits, 639 nursing visits and 314 social welfare 
and miscellaneous visits. 


The health supervision visits included baby welfare 228, pre-school 
133, school-home 538 and school 235. 


The baby welfare and pre-school group work is a most important 
part of the district nurse’s program. This consists of dropping in 
periodically to check on the progress of the Bellingham babies from 
birth to school age and, as the same nurse does the school nursing work, 
these children will be under her health supervision throughout their 
school life. 


The maternity service visits included prenatal visits 174, post- 
natal 182 and newborn 214. 


The prenatal service has come to mean a great deal to the ex- 
pectant mothers of Bellingham. A friendly visit once a month from a 
person trained to detect questionable symptoms as well as to give valu- 
able advice means helping to save lives. 


The post natal and newborn care includes nursing given in the 
homes to the mother and baby after delivery or after they return from 
the hospital. 


The bedside nursing visits were 639, including visits for the care 
and instruction of persons having communicable as well as non-com- 
municable diseases. 


Other types were, visits in behalf of patients 155, and social ser- 
vice and miscellaneous visits 159. 

The distribution of cases was as follows: North Bellingham and 
Caryville 61, Bellingham Center 87 and South Bellingham 183. 

Patients paid for 207 visits and partly paid for 50 visits. The free 
visits were 162. ? 

The Metropolitan Life Insurance Company paid for 223 adult 
visits and 44 infant visits. The John Hancock Life Insurance Company 
paid for 408 adult and 78 infant visits. 


The nurse traveled a total of 10,550 miles in giving care to the 
Bellingham people this first year. 


As time goes on the work of the district nurse will become more 


valuable to the Bellingham people, as it has in all other communities 
where visiting nurses work.

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REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


During the year of 1941, the Bureau of Old Age Assistance of 
the Welfare Department, aided 112 cases with 96 being the largest num- 
ber aided in any one month. Though the gross expenditures of the De- 
partment were $33,480.28, the net cost was approximately $4,581.43. 


The Town is receiving the following sums in the form of reim- 
bursements for expenditures made in behalf of the Old Age Recipients. 
These are approximate figures which are very close to the actual. 


From the State, $12,076.42, from the Federal government, 
$16,384.57, from other towns $424.62, total reimbursements $28,885.61, 
net cost of the Town, $4,581.43. 


During the course of the year, the town aided 13 state cases on 
Old Age Assistance and 9 out of town cases. The Old Age Assistance 
number of cases vary slightly compared with that of last year, the only 
major difference being that a slightly larger number of cases were on 
the rolls for the full year. 


Because of the increase in the cost of living during the past year, 
it became necessary in some instances, to increase the amount received 
by Old Age recipients through extra payments to enable them to subsist 
on the amounts that they were receiving. It is expected that during the 
coming year that there will be a somewhat noticable increase in the 
number of Old Age cases applying and elegible for Old Age Assistance. 
This may be traced chiefly to the liberalization of the Old Age laws 
effective in May of 1942. The only factor which will seriously affect 
this increase, in the increased employment in the area, which has made 
it possible for a man or woman over 65 to secure private employment. 

In fact, during the past year, several of our Old Age cases have 
left our rolls to secure private employment. 

Because of the increased basic grant, set up under the new state 
Old Age Assistance law, which is effective in May 1942, it will be 
necessary for the town to appropriate for the year of 1942, a sum con- 
siderably in excess of the $20,000.00 appropriated in 1941. Naturally, 
this will bring about an increase in the net cost of Old Age Assistance 
in Bellingham. However, this increase will not be so very great. It is 
well to note that a considerably larger sum will be permitted by the 
State Department of Accounts as an offset which will not compel the 
town to actually raise, by levy, a sum so very much greater then that 
which was necessary in 1941. 


REPORT FOR AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


During the year of 1941, the Bureau of Aid to Dependent Children, 
of the local Board of Public Welfare aided 10 cases involving 18 children. 
The gross expenditures of this Department were $5,419.55. This repre- 
sents a decrease over the previous year of approximately $370.00. 

This decrease was possible in spite of the fact that since the he- 
ginning of 1941, living cost have increased and this naturally resulted 
in a higher individual cost than in prior years. This decrease was pos- 
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sible, solely because of a decrease in the latter half of the year of the 
cases aided and a decrease in the cost of 2 cases because of other :ncome 
available for these families. 

The State Government will reimburse the town the sum of 
$1,803.60. The Federal Government for $1,482.00. The approximate net 
cost to the town is $2,131.95. 

During the coming year it is not impossible that there wiil be an 
increase in the number of cases aided through this department. 


REPORT FOR THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


During the year of 1941, the Board of Public Welfare aided, 
through the regular welfare channels, 91 cases, involving 290 persons. 
The gross expenditures of this Department were approximately 
$15,000.00. Out of this amount expended, it is expected that the town 
will receive from the State Government, approximately $4,995.07 and 
about $1,504.83 from other Towns. These figures may be roughly sum- 
erized as follows: 


Gross cost of welfare, $15,000.00, less State reimbursements of 
$4,995.07, and $1,504.83 out of town reimbursements. Approximate 
costs of the town, $8,500.24. 


We aided approximately 30 state cases and 11 out of town cases 
during 1941. The reason for the amount expended by this department 
being so high, in view of the radical decrease of the cases and persons 
aided, can be explained as follows: 


1. Higher net cost per individual case because of increased living 
conditions. 


2. Increased number of unemployable cases aided. 
3. Very heavy cost of a relatively small number of cases. 


These three factors were the major reasons for the welfare costs 
not dropping to a considerably lower figure then that in 1940. However, 
there is this incouraging factor, that the total cost of Welfare was over 
$2,500.00 lower than the previous year with very small amounts of unpaid 
bills compared with the usual sizeable amounts outstanding at the end 
of each year. So in reality, the decreased expenditures in 1941 ran 
about between $4,000.00 and $4,500.00 lower than 1940. This represents 
the lowest figure for Welfare expenditures for at least 6 years. 

The year of 1942, undoubtedly will see a further decrease in Wel- 
fare expenditures unless a very significant dislocation of labor results 
from the transition of business from private contracts to National De- 
fense work. It might be safe to assume that a further decrease in Wel- 
fare costs can be expected as a matter of course. 

The Board of Public Welfare wishes to extend ints appreciation to 
the various town officials and Town Departments for their cooperation 
during the year of 1941.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
The following report of the Street Department is submitted for 
the year ending December 31, 1941. 


Streets 


The general procedure was followed in previous years on second- 
ary roads; namely scraping in the spring and fall and graveling where 
needed. An amount exceeding 72,000 gallons of tar was applied on the 
following streets: Hartford, Nason, Depot, North, Blackmar, Blackstone, 
Bifiseevapic,, south Main, Center, Cross, .Wrentham, West- 
minister, Governor Avenue, Suffolk, Essex, Norfolk, Central Manor, Bell- 
ingham, and Salisbur Sts. 


15,000 gallons of this tar was supplied by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 


The above list of Streets were constructed in whole or in part by 
W. P. A. labor, thereby saving the town hundreds of dollars, for work it 
would have been unable to afford for a number of years. 


Farm to Market Roads 


This very worth-while project, and I cannot speak of it to highly, 
was started in late December on various streets in the Charles River 
Grove section, and three streets in the North end of the town, which we 
are in hope will be nearly completed late in the spring. Federal tar has 
been promised for this project. 


Chapter 90 Maintenance 


In the year 1934, oil and pea stone was applied on part, what is 
now known as Pulaski Boulevard, from Crooks Corner to the Franklin 
line. After seven years of Maintenance, at a minimum, a section of this 
street was again treated with the same material and pea stone. Sections 
of Hartford Avenue, South Main and North Main, were given attention 
from the above appropriation. 
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Chapter 90 


By vote of the town work was started on South Main Street in 
conjunction with W. P. A. labor. The sidewalk and curb were com- 
pleted on the North Side. The work required considerable excavation by 
the gas shovel before graveling; also the removal of several large trees. 


Nearly all the drainage has been installed, and there is yet con- 
siderable gravel to be applied. However, due to cold weather it was 
thought adviseable to close the project until spring. Tar for this work 
was supplied by the Federal Government. 


Bridges and Railings 
Some railings have been given attention this year, and approxi- 
mately 300 feet of new railings were built on Cross Street and the same, 
painted. The bridge on High Street, over the Charles River will have to 
be rebuilt this year. 


Snow Removal 


The department has endeavored to keep the streets open and 
sanded as in past years. We trust the work has been satisfactory. 


Equipment 
Considerable work by the trucks and other equipment was done this 
year, yet the same is in very good condition. 


Recommendations 
Reconstruct parts of North and South Main Streets. 
Scarify and gravel trench on Center Street. 
. Apply tar on following streets: Orchard, Spring, and Winter. 


Po No 


. Continue work on Maple Street te the new Franklin-Bellingham 
line.

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W. P. A. ANNUAL REPORT 


During the year of 1941, there was a very sharp decrease in the 
number of cases on the W. P. A. In addition to this, those physically 
’ equiped to do severe manual labor, were readily able to secure Private 
employment. This resulted in this project being manned by a smaller 
group of men who were physically unable to perform a strenuous day’s 
work. This shortage of help made it impossible to operate as many pro- 
jects at one time as formally, and the men left on the project were not 
able to accomplish anywhere near as much because of physical limita- 
tions as in former years. 


Water-Main Project 


In the early part of the summer, it became necessary to stop the 
Water-Main Installation Project because the town was unable to uperate 
it in conjunction with the Farm-To-Market Roads Project. There were 
not enough men available for both projects. The Water-Main project, 
however, was able to complete work on Maple, Farm, Beach, Pearl, and 
Paine streets. 


Service lines were installed on Mechanic, Maple, Beach Streets, 
Silver Lake, Franklin Road, Mann Street and other sections of Town. 
It will be possible, it is hoped at some future date, that it will be possible 
to finish the Water-Main and service connections originally planned for 
Wrentham, Locust, Lake Street, Prospect and Taunton Streets. 


Farm-to-Market Roads Project 


During 1941, work which was done on the following streets: South 
Main, Taunton, Pine, North, Blackstone, Farm, Depot, and Blackmar 
Streets, First Avenue and Middle Avenue in Charles River Grove, and 
other streets. 


The tewn received over 15,000 gallons of W. P. A. tar during the 
year which was applied on various roads approved for W. P. A. oper- 
ations. This enabled the town in conjunction with Chapter 81 and 90 
work to apply more tar during 1941, than in any prior year during the 
Town’s History. 


It is hoped that in 1942, that this record of tar application will ex- 
ceed that of 1941. This W. P. A. project, if permitted to operate a full 
year, will enable the town to apply between 30,000 and 35,000 gallons 
of W. P. A. tar in addition to the normal chapter No. 81 work. Asa 
result, it is hoped that despite the failure of the State to provide funds 
under Chapter No. 90, new work, that the town will be able to complete 
with W. P. A. help, work contemplated under Chapter No. 90 laws. 


In 1942, the town hopes to work on Pine, South Main, McKean, 
Cutler Lake, Norfolk, Westminister Streets, various streets in Charles 
River Grove, Blackstone and Farm streets. 


It is hoped that the town will be able to complete a half mile 
stretch from the new overpass approach, eliminating Scott’s Curve. 
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Assessor’s Project 


The white-collar project operating in the Town Hall cataloging 
various deeds on all lots of property in town, and the construction of a 
Block-Plan-Map project was unforunately suspended in June of 1941. 

Much work was accomplished, but unfortunately was far from 
being completed. The possiblity of its future operation seems to he 
rather remote under the present conditions. 


Surplus Commodity Project 


During the past year, approximately $19,000 worth of food, and 
$35,000 worth of clothing was distributed to the needy of Bellingham 
through this project. The Coordinator and the Board of Selectmen wish 
to express their thanks to this division for their splendid cooperation 
and extremely worthwhile commodities extended to the Town of Bell- 
ingham. 

This commodity project has been cooperating with the School 
Lunch Project and the above figures do not include the commodities 
issued to the School Lunch Project. 


School Lunch Project 


The Board of Selectmen are pleased to state that this project has 
been in operation in Bellingham for a full year 1941. At the time of 
writing, about three hundred and twenty-five (325) students are being 
fed a well-balanced hot noon day meal. This project is possible only 
through the Surplus Commodity Division of the W. P. A. which has 
advanced us many special commodities which have enabled the town 
to keep the cost of operation down to a level that Bellingham can afford 
to maintain. 


These meals have proved of considerable value in building up the~ 
weights of underweight children. It is hoped that in 1942, this pro- 
ject will continue to prove of great value to the needy children of this 
town. 

In conclusion, the W. P. A. Coordinator and the Board of Select- 
men wish to convey their appreciation to the W. P. A. officials and per- 
sonnel as well as the W. P. A. workers for their cooperation which they 
have extended to make Bellingham a better place in which to live.

' Although the year was marked by a record number of forest fires, 
it will be noted that the number of building fires was only seven which is 
a new low in the history of the Department. As a result of that, the 
amount of insurance paid for fire losses in Bellingham was only $3,629.00. 


Recent World Developments have made fire departments all over 
the Country the Front Line of Home Defense. With this in mind I am 
glad to report that steps have been taken in Bellingham to increase the 
efficiency of the Department. Some of these measures are: 


The purchase of a new 500-gallon Pumper completely equipped 
with 1,000 feet of 21%” hose, a 150-gallon Booster Tank, 200 feet of 
Booster Hose, a 35 foot extension ladder and three acid-type fire ex- 
tinguishers. 


A new 2 horsepower siren has been purchased and installed over 
the Town Hall. This will serve as a fire alarm and an air raid alarm also. 

Raymond Mowry and Clifford Mowry, both regular members of 
the Department, have graduated from the A. R. P. School in Boston 
and are now A. R. P. Wardens. 


Raymond Mowry has been appointed Chief Air Raid Warden 
and has four assistants, namely Clifford Mowry, Edward Ried and 
Michael Smith and John Clancy. 


An auxiliary Fire Department is now being organized and their 
training is to start immediately. 


The new Pumper is stationed at the Center of the Town in charge 
of Capt. Carlton Gaskill who is assisted by a group of volunteers. This 
group is known as Company No. 2. The formation of this company 
gives the residents of the Center added fire protection and the benefits 
of lower insurance rates. 


North Bellingham is being adequately protected by the Medway 
Fire Department through an agreement which has been negotiated by 
the Officials of both Towns. 


I wish at this time to express thanks to the Fire Departments 
of our neighboring towns for the valuable assistance they rendered dur- 
ing the forest fire emergencies we have experienced during the past year. 


I wish to thank the board of selectmen, my deputies, and all the 
other members of the department for the splendid cooperation they 
have given me during the past year.

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BELLINGHAM DEFENCE 


In April, 1941, Governor Saltonstall requested that all cities and 
towns organize a Committee on Civilian Defence. A meeting was called 
in the Town Hall, and all Town Officials and representatives from local 
organizations were present. ; 


Officers elected were: General Chairman, Paul Robidoux, Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, Francis G. Locklin, and General Committee, James 
Yates, Mrs. Kathryn Garriepy, Edward Ried, Mrs. Helena Hiltz, Walter. 
Leblanc, Euclide Fleuette, John Clancy, Wasyl Kornicki, Joseph Fleuette, 
Raymond Mowry, Leo A. Murray, Clifford Mowry, Leo Gosselin, Timothy 
Foley, Lionel Trudeau, William Gaudette, Albert Boudreau, Rev. 
Clarence Chamberlain. . 


At the same time, the Army issued orders that every town in 
the country establish an observation tower, and all planes passing through 
the town be reported to Mitchell Field at once. James Yates was ap- 
pointed as Observation Chairman. He has a well organized group of 
citizens on duty for twenty-four hours a day, in the tower of the Town 
Hall. A telephone has been installed, and glass windows now enclose 
the tower. Also heating was made possible by installing a radiator that 
is connected to the main heating system. Mr. Yates, and his plane- 
spotters are to be congratulated, as to date, they have maintained a 
very high average. 


Mrs. Kathryn Garriepy attended the classes held at the Mass. 
Women’s Defence School, during the month cf June, and received in- 
structions in Motor Corps Training. After graduating, she became a 
Lieutenant in the Mass. Women’s Civilian Defence School, and in Jan- 
uary, 1942, a class in Motor Convoy was organized, with Mrs. Garriepy 
as instructor.

A rifle range has been installed in the rear of the Town Hall, and 
steel plates are set up at one end, and at the other a small room was 
made with four windows, facing the steel plates. In order to prevent 
accidents, carriers have been made to carry the targets back and forth. 
In this way, no one will be in the fireing range at any time. Electricity 
was installed, making it possible to use the range at night. Under the 
supervision of Chief of Police Euclide Fleuette, Leopold Caya, and Omer 
Harpin, target practice is being held every Friday evening, and the 
range is open to any citizen of the town. The handling of both rifles 
and revolvers is of great value to any man, and these men qualify as 
able instructors. The Committee arranging for the range were: Paul 
Rebidoux, Euclide Fleuette, and Francis G. Locklin. 
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During the summer of 1941, a Red Cross Course in First Aid, was 
taught by Andre Fleuette, an authorized Red Cross First Aid Instructor, 
aided by Albert Trottier.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Bellingham: 


The School Committee of the Town of Bellingham hereby submits 
its annual report for the year ending December 31st, 1941. 


This report has been drawn up on the basis that our administra- 
tion especially concerns the interests of pupils and parents, teachers, 
and taxpayers. 


As for the pupils and parents, we point with pride to the training 
offered in our elementary schools as well as to that offered in our high 
school. The Bellingham School System is equal to any small-town 
school system in Massachusetts. This is largely due to the fact that 
each teacher is filling that position for which he or she has received 
special training. Our school system offers Bellingham pupils not only 


the opportunity of learning but also the opportunity of being happy 
while learning. 


We have tried in every way to cooperate with our teachers. 
Unfortunately, the financial condition of our town at times prevents our 
providing every desirable teaching aid and the ideal teacher salary; but, 
we are earnestly trying to find ways of improving the status of our 
teachers. 


The taxpayers are no doubt interested to know that we spent, 
for the year 1941, approximately $51,300. as compared with more than 
$54,000. in 1940. We therefore effected a saving of approximately 
$3,000., and this, in spite of our having had to spend more than $800. 
for repairs to the scuth school heating system. 


Our budget for 1942 has been drawn with the sole purpose of 
securing the best education at the lowest possible cost to the tax- 
payers. 


The year 1941 has seen our school system functioning efficiently, 
harmoniously, and economically. 


For so favorable a condition, we are grateful to our superinten- 
dent, our teaching staff, the Parent Teachers’ Association, and to all 
other individuals and groups who have so willingly cooperated with us.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To The School Committee of Bellingham: 
I hereby submit my first report as Superintendent of Schools: 


At this time it would not be consistent on my part to report at 
length, on the educational condition or progress of Bellingham schools. 
My term of service has been too short for me to make a comprehensive 
report to the Committee and citizens of the town. Therefore, at this 
time, I give only a few suggestions or opinions to the Committee. 


Education of the worthwhile kind is a slow process and advice 
and opinion regarding its efficiency, or inefficiency, as far as results 
to youth and the community is concerned, should be given only after 
sufficient time has elapsed to ensure a judgement that is sane and 
reasonable. 


There are, however, certain outstanding facts, or conditions, 
that I can intelligently mention. Some of these have been discussed 
in former annual school reports. 


Every community of any size, in a democracy, should control and 
administer the education of its youth, as much as the population and 
financial ability of the town or city permits. Statistics prove that such 
control eventually places a lesser financial burden on taxpayers. The 
building and maintenance, therefore, of the Bellingham High School, is, 
and will be throughout the coming years, beneficial in every way to 
the young people of Bellingham and to the town as a whole. 


High school tuition, paid in former years by taxpayers for the in- 
struction of Bellingham boys and girls in the high schools of neignboring 
communities, with the other expenses entailed, certainly amounted to 
much more than the present cost for the secondary education of the 
young. 

There is no institution in America, or elsewhere, that promotes 
and advances the principles of democrative cooperative human living 
as does the American high school. Young and old of Bellingham may 
well be encouraged by the knowledge that the town now has its own 
High School. 


The High School is organized in an efficient manner. The pupil 
load is not too great for any teacher. The teachers are instructing, 
with few exceptions, the subjects in which they majored in college. 
There is no reason why any serious minded pupil of the School should 
not be well prepared to enter any college or university. The principal 
is a Supervising principal. Everything possible, with the funds available, 
has been done to put the High School on an efficient basis. Much credit 
is due the Chairman of the School Committee for his untiring efforts 
and sincere interest in the young people of the town. 


There can be no consistent criticism regarding the discipline 
maintained at the High School. This is not the day of the ox-cart, and 
muddy roads—it is the machine age—and all things move rapidly. The 
pupils have a fine spirit of cooperation and are orderly and courteous in 
the school and on its grounds. The School, therefore, is improving ed- 
cationally and socially, each successive year. 
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An outstanding need at the High School is the lack of library, 
and reference books. Donations of worthwhile books will be gratefully 
accepted. 


The elementary schools at the Center and South Bellingham 
certainly need attention. The Center School house should be painted 
and the grounds made more presentable. The five furnaces at the 
South School should be eliminated and one large enough to heat the 
entire building installed. A little paint would improve the appearance 
of this building. Of course, this means an expenditure of funds that 
the town may not be able to afford, but this work could be spread out 
over the next two or three years. It could, probably, be made a W. P. A. 
project, and thus save the town money. 


In my visits to the Elementary Schools I have found much to 
commend. The grade teachers ‘are on the job” and the spirit of 
both teachers and pupils is of the right type. ‘‘A school consists of the 
teaching teacher and the learning child.” This is certainly true of the 
Bellingham grade schools. 


The “Three R’s” are stressed in the grade schools and to good 
advantage. There is, however, a need for certain vocational courses 
in the grades and in the High School. For example, because of the 
nature of the greater part of town, a course in elementary agriculture 
should be put into the grade curriculum, and an advanced course in 
the same subject should be given in the High School. Such a course 
would mean the service of another teacher. 


The usual changes that always occur in the teaching personnel 
of small communities took place during the summer recess. These 
changes may be noted in the list of teachers in this report. 


The report of the principal and of school activities in the High 
School is also given in my general report for this school year. An age 
and group chart gives the enrollment in the schools. 


It may be well to state that the education of our youth must 
not be neglected because we are now engaged in war. The reasons for 
this statement are recongized by all thinking people. The usual routine 
and business of education must go on. 


Every precaution has been taken in the schools against bomb 
raids, etc., by our national enemies. Pupils are being instructed to keep 
cool in emergencies, where to go, what to do, and how to act. Several 
instructional lectures have been given at the High School by National 
Defense speakers. Stretchers for emergencies are being made at the 
School. We are preparing for the worst, hoping that nothing will 
happen. A first aid group is held at the High School for older pupils. 


I appreciate the whole-hearted advice and cooperation of the 
School Committee and of all my follow workers.

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REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL

I herewith submit my first report as Principal of Bellingham 
High School. 


The following report covers the period from September 9, 1941 to 
December 31, 1941. 


The enrollment for the year as of October 1, 1941 was 151. The 
summary shows that there were 23 Seniors, 34 Juniors, 42 Sophomores, 
52 Freshmen. 


The attendance record for the half-year is as follows: Average 
Daily Attendance, 141.48; Average ,Membership, 37.72; Per Cent of At- 
tendance, 93.7. My experience has been that the rather low attendance 
averages of the winter months are offset by the higher grades of the 
spring term of the school year. I feel confident in predicting that the 
final average for the year will be near 95 per cent, which is excellent 
for any high school. 


The high school building also houses the eighth grade. On Octo- 
'er 1, 1941, the enrollment in this grade was 42. Instruction in the 
civhth grade is given by members of the high school faculty. 


Three new teachers have been added to the teaching staff. Miss 
Mary L. McCooey, a graduate of Pembroke College was appointed as 
head cf the French department. Miss Margaret C. Mahoney, a gradu- 
ate of Our Lady of the Elms College, was appointed as head of the 
English department. Mr. Joseph D. McGahan, a graduate of Holy 
Cross College, was appointed as head of the bookkeeping department. 


The Honor list brings, to your attention the names of ranking 
students in each class. We congratulate them upon the high rank they 
hold and hope they will continue their good work. 


Mr. Harold Granger is in charge of the pupils who are taking 
advantage of the opportunities offered by the National Youth Admin- 
istration. This work is done outside his regular class work and entirely 
without remuneration. 


I should like to see the school orchestra enlarged. Mr. David 
Gellatly, Supervisor of Music, and I have been persuading pupils to 
become interested in playing some instrument in order that they may 
beccme members of the orchestra. We urge parents of musically in- 
clined pupils to have them join the orchestra. 


We lack the backing of a well organized Alumni Association. The 
active interest of an alumni body would be of great benefit in carrying 
out any worthy project in support of the school. 

The year book “Epilogue” will be published again this year. The 
organization of the editorial staff and preparation of material for the 
book will be undertaken soon by the senior class under the supervision of 
Miss Margaret C. Mahoney, class adviser. We ask for our advertising 
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staff a kind reception from the business and professional men of the 
vicinity and from the Alumni. We hope that this school publication 


will be a means of keeping the school, constantly and in the best light, 
before the people of this town. 


Parents should examine and sign the report cards before returning 
them to school. The report card is our means of acquainting parents 
with the standing of their children, and the signature shows us that the 
card has been examined. 


I think that I should not pass by this opportunity to suggest to 
the parents of boys and girls now in the high school the good of keeping 
a rather close supervision over the leisure time of their children. I 
ask that the parents be willing to find out daily how much time is 
spent by their children in the preparation of school work. I suggest, 
also, that they encourage their young people in good — I do not mean 
uninteresting — reading. A bad book is often worse than an evil 
companion and trashy reading can produce only a muddled mind. I 
believe thoroughly in a great amount of recreation for young people, but 
an ill-advised use of leisure time can bring only a lasting hurt to those 
who squander the hours which should be both happy and helpful to 
them. I have suggested to the pupils that they engage in some hobby 
such as their own taste may lead them to take up. I sincerely hope the 
parents will follow up this suggestion. 


The following clubs are sponsored by the teachers. Meetings are 
held on the third Friday of the month.

According to our present plans the graduation exercises of the 
Class of 1942 will be held on Thursday evening, June 18, 1942. 


A checking account has been opened at the Rhode Island Hospital 
National Bank under the name of the Bellingham High School Fund. 
In this fund is the entire income of the Athletic Association and part of 
the individual class accounts. The balance of the class accounts re- 
mains in a savings account to draw interest. The reason for this fund 
is that all expenses entailed by these groups may be paid by check. We 
find this method very satisfactory, in that it gives the office a complete 
check on all income and expenses and eliminates, by the return of the 
cancelled check, the possibility of error in paying accounts. 


A Red Cross First Aid Class will be started for Juniors and 
Seniors. This course will be under the supervision of Mr. Andre Fleuette 
and will be held each Tuesday morning in the school auditorium ‘for ten 
consecutive weeks. Examinations will be given at the end of the course 
and those students who receive passing grades will be given a Red Cross 


First Aid certificate. 
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I believe the people of Bellingham must be very proud of their 
school because I feel that no other town of this size can boast of the 
building and facilities which are offered the students of Bellingham High 
School. 


All members of the High School are automatically members of 
the Athletic Association. The Association derives its income from dues, 
admissions, student bus fares, and functions conducted throughout the 
year. 


In relation to the Athletic Association, bus transportation to out 
of town games is a very great drain on our funds. Consequently, plans 
are being made for the presentation of a minstrel show to help defray 
this expense. The show will be presented in February and is under the 
direction of our music supervisor, Mr. David N. Gellatly. We ask the 
townspeople to cooperate with us by making an extra effort to patronize 
our show. 


This fall Mr. Francis A. Moriarty and Mr. Harold Granger, mem- 
bers of the faculty, agreed to coach football and track respectively. Mr. 
James J.. Keough had already been appointed basketball and baseball 
coach, 


The football team did not make a very good showing because we 
started this sport at such a late date that the other teams on our 
schedule had already had two or more weeks of practice. Also, many 
of the students eligible for football availed themselves of positions: 
created by our national emergency. 


The basketball team opened the 1941-1942 season on December 12, 
and to date has won two and lost one. Mr. Keough and I are looking 
forward to the most successful season Bellingham High School has 
ever had in basketball. 


Speaking for the school, I wish to express our hearty appreciation: 


To Mr. Keough, Mr. Granger, and Mr. Moriarty for their work in 
cur athletic department. Also, to the girls who are acting as cheer 
leaders for the spirit they are instilling into the student body. 


To the people of the Town of Bellingham, the Parent-Teacher 
Association, and the American Legion for the fine support given us this 
year. 

In conclusion, I wish to express to you our appreciation of your 
cooperative supervision and to ask you to convey to the members of the 
School Committee our thanks for whatever they have found it possible 
to do for us as we carry on our School work.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC

Dear Sir: 


It gives me great pleasure to submit my annual report as Super- 
visor of Music in the schools of Bellingham. 


The fundamental work in musical technique is progressing well 
in the grades. In the primary grades, many rote songs have been taught,, 
supplementing these with the necessary emphasis on proper breathing 
and good tone production. In the upper grades, more difficult songs. 
have been learned with the introduction of part singing. 


During the past year, the correct rendition of the standard 
patriotic songs has been stressed with the perfection their solemnity 
rightly demands. At community affairs, these songs are usually sung 
very badly. The mistakes in the singing of these songs have been 
pointed out to the students with the result that at the present time such. 
songs as “The Star Spangled Banner’, ‘““America’’, ‘America The Beauti- 
ful”, and the “Battle Hymn Of The Republic” are being sung without 
the usual flaws. 


I have noted with satisfaction that a number of grade pupils 
have started to take lessons on instruments. Such lessons should be 
encouraged because the foundation of an excellent high school orchestra 
must be laid in the grades. 


The high school orchestra continues to do good work in spite of 
the fact that we have lost some members through graduation. The 
orchestra played very creditably at a number of school functions during 
the year. 


I should like very much to see a band organized in the high school, 
the organization of which with a little time, money, and effort, could be 
done. There is a fine school spirit in the Bellingham High School, and 
in such times as these, music in all its branches should play an important 
part in school and community affairs. 


The high school glee club has done some fine work during the 
year, as the singing at both graduation programs was good. 


In closing, I wish to thank you Mr. Fogwell, the school committee,, 
the principals, and teachers for all the help given me in my work.

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BELLINGHAM SCHOOL NURSES REPORT FOR 1941 


To Mr. Jerome P. Fogwell 
Superintendent of Schools 


I herewith submit the annual report of school nursing in Belling- 
ham for the year ending December 31, 1941. 


The Milford District Nurses have just completed their fifteenth 
year as school nurses in Bellingham. 


Two days a week were spent in school nursing, either in the 
schools or visiting the homes on school home visits. 


Monday afternoon in North Bellingham, Wednesday afternoon in 
Bellingham Center and all day Friday at the High School and South 
Bellingham is the regular schedule. This has not been entirely adhered 
to this past year, as the various clinics and routine physical examinations 
interrupted the schedule to some extent. 


The annual Toxoid Clinic for the prevention of diphtheria was in 
progress at three of the schools the mornings of April 18, May 16 and 
June 5. 395 pre-school and 9 school children were given the three pro- 
tective doses of toxoid. Many more children started the series of treat- 
ments but for various reasons could not finish. These will be attended 
to in 1942. 


The annual School Chest Clinic for the early detection of tuber- 
culosis was in session in March and April. 62 school children weie skin 
tested and 33 of these showed a positive reaction. 438 children were 
X-rayed and four of these had a general physical examination done 
by chest specialists from the Norfolk County Hospital. 


Throughout the summer months home visits were made to check 
on the correction of defects found by Dr. Heavey in the examinations 
of pupils in the Fall of 1940. Quite a number of these defects were 
corrected. In sime instances the school nurse made all hospital arrange- 
ments for the corrections to assist the parents. 


At this time of year home visits were made to look up children 
due to enter school in September. Parents were urged to have these 
children vaccinated early, to have their family doctor examine them and 
to have existing defects corrected before entering school if possible. 


In September Dr. Heavey was assisted with the physical examin- 
ations of members of the High School football team. 


The annual physical examinations of all school pupils were 
started October 3 by Dr. Heavey, assisted by the school nurse. These 
examinations were done three mornings a week up to November 10. 


The following is a summary of the defects found; enlarged tonsils 
81, diseased tonsils 2, enlarged glands 14, defective teeth in 219 mouths, 
fallen arches 14, boil of scalp 1, injury of knee 1. 


Notices of these defects were sent to parents or guardians and 
some have been corrected. 
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Although the teachers are responsible for the testing of the eyes 
and ears of the school children and send notices of defects home to: 
parents, the nurse checks on the correction of these defects by home visits. 


The schocl children were weighed and measured twice last year, 
in the Fall and in the Spring, and weight tags sent home to parents. 


Throughout the school year the pupils were given general in- 
spections for cleanliness and disease, and health talks were given to 
classes.

The diseases reported throughout the year were chickenpox, 
measles, mumps, whooping-cough, scabies and athletes foot. These 
were investigated to look up contacts and explain quarantine. 


Cooperating with Mrs. Cook, the Seal Sale Chairman, the nurse 
helped in handling the sale of Seal pins in some of the schools. This 
money is used in fighting tuberculosis and pays for our school chest 
clinic each year. This year a child who was a contact to a case of 
tuberculosis was sent for a month to the Norfolk County Health Camp, 
with expenses paid by the Seal sales. . 


In closing may I express my gratitude to our former superinten- 
dent, Mr. Philie, and our present superintendent, Mr. Fogwell, for their 
courtesy and cooperation; to the Bellingham teachers for their assist- 
ance; the Schcol Committee and other town officials for their confidence 
and help; the South Bellingham Parent Teachers Association for their 
ever ready assistance to the nurses in their work among the children 
of the South End; and to the parents for their understanding and support.
